Saxbe Aide Calls 
State's Congress 
Situation Serious 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Con- 
gressional redistricting looms ss 
a major problem for Ais 1964 
Ohio legislature. 
“The situation in Ohio is se­ 
rious," asserted Hugh A. Sher- 
er. special counsel for Atty. Gen. 
William Saxbe. 
The Columbus attorney made 
his observation 
after looking 
over a U. S. Supreme Court de­ 
cision holding that districts must 
be of substantially equal popu­ 
lation in each state. 
A table ranked Ohio fourth^ 
in disparity of population be­ 
tween its biggest and smallest 
districts. 
Ohio’s disparity was 489,000. 
Texas led with 735,000, followed 
by Michigan 625,000 and Georg­ 
ia, where the high court case 
originated, 551,000. 
Buckeye legislative leaders ex­ 
pressed belief that redistricting 
action can wait until the next 
legislative session convenes. 
House Speaker Roger Cloud, 
R-Logan, predicted a number of 
redistricting 
b i l l s 
probably 
would be offered. 
He said lawmakers would be 
asked to draw maps of how re­ 
districting could be accomplish­ 
ed. 
About IO such maps were 
drafted in 1961, he recalled. But 
nothing came of them that year 
or in the 1963 session. 
Ohio has 23 district congress­ 
men and a 24th at-large repre­ 
sentative elected statewide. The 
1960 federal census gave Ohio 
the extra congressman. 
Some speculated that reluc­ 
tant legislators might not take

U.S.; Canada, 
France Join 
In Crackdown

men, one of them the Mexican 
ambassador to

been arrested in connection with 
the smashing of a $13.5-million 
international narcotics ring. 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
said toe arrests Friday were 
the result of a joint three-year 
investigation by the Bureau of 
Narcotics, the Bureau of Cus­ 
toms, 
the 
Royal 
Canadian 
Mounted Police and the French 
Surete Nationale. 
Kennedy also said U.S. au­ 
thorities “have worked with the 
closest cooperation of the gov 
em inent of Mexico, which has 
played a strong part in the in­ 
ternational effort to suppress 
the illegal trade in narcotics.’ 
Henry L. Giordano, commis 
stoner of narcotics, said a little 
over two pounds of heroin were 
seized in New York and more 
than 130 pounds were seized in 
Montreal by the Royal Canadi­ 
an Mounted Police. 
The Justice Department said 
the seizure represented the sec­ 
ond largest shipment of heroin 
ever smuggled into the United 
States and Canada. The heroin 
came to 134 pounds, federal 
agents said. 
Kennedy said the $13.5-million 
value placed on the seized hero­ 
in was at current underworld 
rates in this country. It would 
be worth far more, he said, in 
Canada. 
Arraigned before U.S. Dist 
Judge Edward Weinfeld were 
Salvador Pardo-Bolland, 55, the 
Mexican ambassador to Boliv 
ia; Carlos Aritzi, 60, employed 
by the Uruguayan Foreign Min­ 
istry in Montevideo, and who 
claimed to be in New York for 
diplomatic purposes; and Rene 
Bruchon, 50, said by the De­ 
partm ent of Justice to be a 
Frenchman deported from the 
United States in 1949 and in 
this country illegally. 
Aritzi and Pardo-Bolland were 
seized in Aritzi’s midtown Man 
hattan hotel room about 3 p.m. 
Bruchon had been picked up 
earlier 
while 
strolling 
along 
Eighth Avenue at 57th Street. 
The three men were ordered 
held in $100,000 bail each for 
hearings Monday on charges of 
conspiracy to violate the U.S. 
narcotics laws. 
If convicted, each man could 
receive a 20-year prison sen­ 
tence and a fine of $20,000.

Beef Imports Reported 
At Record Level Last Year

U. S. imports of beef and veal 
climbed to a record level in 
1963, according to Gene Futrell, 
extension economist at Oh i o 
State University. 
Beef ani veal imports for 
the year totaled an estimated 
1.125.000.000 pounds of actu­ 
al meat or the equivalent of 
1.680.000.000 pounds of car­ 
cass beef. This represented 
an increase of 16 per cent 
over 1962 imports and was 
equal to 9.7 per cent of the 
United States production of 
beef and veal — which total­ 
ed a r e c o r d 17.3 billion 
pounds. 
Australia and New Zealand 
were the largest suppliers of 
inported beef. Smaller quant- 
ties Hearne from Ireland, Mex- 
co, TVrgentina and several oth­ 
er countries. 
Approximately 85 per cent of 
the beef and veal imports were 
boneless b e e f generally con 
sidered comparable in quality 
to U. S. cow beef and grass fed 
beef. According to Futrell, U.S 
production of cow beef is at a 
low level, due to a low rate 
of 
cow 
slaughter 
associated 
with the current build-up of the 
beef cow herd in this country. 


DESPITE record output of 
high quality grain - fed beef, 
U. S. production of the lower 
quality 
cow 
and 
bull 
beef 
amounted to only 15 pounds per 
person in 1963, compared with 
an average of 20 pounds per 
person from 1955-62. 
Imports of live cattle, primar­ 


ily feeder cattle, from Mexico 
and Canada dropped sharply in 
1963. The number imported is 
estimated a 862,000 head, 30 per 
cent fewer than in 1962. 
Combined 
imports of meat 
and live cattle, all converted to 
a carcass weight equivalent, to­ 
taled 1,887 million pounds in 
1963, nine per cent more than in 
1962 and equal to 10.9 per cent 
of the U. S. beef and veal pro­ 
duction. 
Futrell 
believes 
tile ef­ 
fect of imports on U. S. cat­ 
tie prices has been over-esti­ 
mated by some people. Choice 
grade steers averaged ap­ 
proximately $24 a hundred­ 
weight on the Chicago market 
in 1963, about $3.70 less titan 
In 1962. 
On the assumption that im­ 
ported beef is comparable In 
quality to cow beef, Futrell says 
price quantity relationships bas­ 
ed on USDA r e s e a r c h in­ 
dicate the increase in imports 
during 1963 would have account­ 
ed for about 45 to 50 cents of 
the 1963 price drop. Or on the 
other hand, if it is assumed the 
imported beef is equal in qual­ 
ity to the average of aH b e e f 
produced in this country, wide­ 
ly accepted price-quality rela­ 
tionships would Indicate that 
the increased imports in 1963 
accounted for a maximum of 
50 to 60 cents of the price de­ 
cline. 
The complete absence of im­

Shea said that his office has 
received many inquiries c o n ­ 
cerning eligibility for military 
burial.

was prepared. 
Requirements for interment in 
National Cemeteries: Any mem­ 
ber of the A r m e d Forces of 
the United States, dying in ac­ 
tive service, or former member 
whose last active service term­ 
inated honorably, or any citizen 
of the U n i t e d States who, 
during any war in which the 
U n i t e d States has been or 
may hereafter be engaged, ser­ 
ved in the a r m e d forces of 
any government allied with the 
U n i t e d States during such 
war, and whose last service 
terminated honorably, by death 
or otherwise, and who was a cit­ 
izen of the U n i t e d States at 
the time of such service is eligi 
hie for burial in any national 
cemetery in which grave space 
is available. 
The spouse, widow, or widow 
er of an eligible service member 
may be b u r i e d in the same 
g r a v e in which the service 
member has been or will be in­ 
terred if space is available. Wi­ 
dows or widowers of members 
of the Armed Forces of the Un'.t-

Should the death of 
the child occur prior to that of 
either of the parents, interment 
may be made upon execution by 
the service - connected parent 
of the a g r e e m e n t specified 
above. Not more than one grave- 
site may be used for the inter­ 
ment or f u t u r e interment of 
the persons involved in t h e 
spouse - parent - child relation­ 
ship. 
Except where a prior written 
agreement was made, interment 
of adult children is authorized in 
n a t i o n a l cemeteries only if 
they were unmarried and physi­ 
cally or mentally disabled and 
incapable of self-support and 
consequently 
dependent 
upon 
the parents for support, or on 
others if both parents are de­ 
ceased. S h o u l d the death of 
an eligible adult child occur pri­ 
or to that of either of the par­ 
ents, interment may be made 
upon certification of the service- 
connected parent that he or she 
will be buried eventually in the 
same grave. 
Regulations governing national 
cemeteries p r o v i d e that no 
gravesite will be r e s e r v e d . 
Gravesites are assigned only 
upon 
immediate 
requirement 
for burial purposes. 
At the time of death of a serv­ 
ice p e r s o n, spouse or child el­ 
igible for b u r i a I in a national 
cemetery, the mortician or oth­ 
er person responsible for funeral 
arrangements should request in 
terment directly to the superin­ 
tendent of the national cemetery 
in w h i c h interment is desired 
furnishing information as to the 
name, rank, serial number, date 
of death and dates of entry and 
separation from the last service 
of the p e r s o n upon whose ser­ 
vice the r e q u e s t for burial 
is predicated. (It is suggested 
that this be accomplished by 
telegram or telephone). 
Remains should not be shipped 
to the national cemetery n o r 
should the final time of burial be 
set u n t i l all arrangements 
with the superintendent h a v e 
been completed and he has auth­ 
orized shipment for burial at a 
specific time and date. 
There is no charge for t h e 
gravesite in a National ceme­ 
tery, or for opening or closing 
of a grave therein.

Cargo Preference 


The preference cargo statute, which 
requires that at least half of U. S. for­ 
eign aid and other federally financed 
shipments be carried on American ves­ 
sels, has been on the books IO years. 
At the time of enactment, Senator But­ 
ler, the law’s co-sponsor, made the 
ironic suggestion that “if we are going 
to give this country away, we should 
at least have the privilege of carrying 
it away ouselves.” 
Since 1954 Uncle Sam has indeed giv­ 
en away b i l l i o n s of dollars’ worth 
of U. S. resources — and not much of it 
has been sent to U. S. flag ships. But 
bureaucrats, prodded by the Senate 
Commerce Committee, have at last 


awakened to the fact of the Cargo Pref­ 
erence Act’s existence. 
The 
committee recently reported 
that “ perhaps for the first time since 
the law’s enactment, federal depart­ 
ments and agencies are solidly com­ 
mitted to a policy of wholehearted sup­ 
port of use of American flag vessels 
for the shipment of government-gener­ 
ated cargoes.** 
The report is timely in view of the 
current controversy among American 
maritime interests, sellers of wheat to 
Russia, and the International L o n g ­ 
shoremen’s Association, which h a s 
threatened to refuse to load grain un­ 
less more U. S. vessels are used.

uniquely developed in this one 
person, 
although 
some 
other 
people seem to have the same 
capactiiy to a lesser degree. 
Dr. Youtz has designed ingen­ 
ious tests to determine if the j 
texture of the paper or the tem- i 
perature of the fingertips is re­ 
lated to this unusual gift. Even 
in total darkness, when the col 
_ j ored 
paper 
is 
covered 
with 
glass, identification of the col­ 
ors are startlingly correct. The 
conclusions have been suffici­ 
ently interesting to induce the 
National 
Institute 
of 
Mental 
Health to sponsor further re­ 
search. 
It is hoped that the informa­ 
tion derived from these pain­ 
staking researches may even­ 
tually be converted to advan­ 
tageous help for the blind. 
The Academy of Sciences in 
the U.S.S R. has been studying 
a similar phenomenon with a

They 
were astounded to find strange 
similarity that encouraged them 
to continue their testing. 
It was 
found 
that approxi­ 
mately one person out of six had 
fi gertips that could dis&ingish 
differences in color and shades 
of light and dark. None of these 
people had been aware that 
they possessed this unusual fin­ 
gertip “ visual talent.” 
These studies continue in the 
United States and in Russia. 
The results of the psychological 
testing are being added to each 
other’s “ stockpile” of valuable 
information. 
The pursuit of such scientif­ 
ic in formation at first glance 
seems theoretical and prepos­ 
terous, but studies far 
more 
bizarre have contributed to the 
benefit of man. The possibility 
that the blind may “ see” en­ 
courages the continuance of this 
important research. 


President Lyndon Johnson is 
meeting with the lame d u c k 
President Adolfo Lopez Mateos 
of M e x i c o this week-end in 
Palm Springs, California.

The Mexican government has 
done a lot of good things in re­ 
cent y e a r s . It has taken t h e 
shackles off the middle class, 
and a bourgeois business man 
now has a real opportunity to 
start a g o i n g concern and 
make money in Mexico. When 
Max Eastman visited Lopez Ma­ 
teos some y e a r s ago, he dis­ 
covered a true friend of free en­ 
terprise. 
There is a big “ but” in all 
this, however. And that “ but” is 
the 
so-called 
“ ejido” 
system 
that is the rule of Mexican agri­ 
culture. The Mexican Revolu­ 
tion, like the Russian Bolshevik 
Revolution, was f o u g h t under 
the slogan of “ land and free­ 
dom.” But, like the Russian mu­ 
zhik, the M e x i c a n peasant 
never managed in the mass to 
get hold of any important ac­ 
reage for himself. The big es­ 
tates were expropriated by all 
those marching generals, Zapa­ 
ta, Villa, Carranza. The Mexican 
I n d i a n s sang a sad s o n g 
about “ Quatro milpas, tan solo 
han queado” ( “ four little corn 
fields, that’s all I have left” ). 
Only they never got title to the 
four fields. The land was consol­ 
idated into collectives that are 
very much like the Soviet Rut 
sian kholhozes. 
The Mexican Indians, upwards 
of three million of them, now 
work the “ ejidos” , or collective 
farms, under the direction of a 
bunch of commissars of agricul­ 
ture. Because the Indians a r e 
poor, 
dependent and pliable, 
this means guaranteed votes for 
the Party of Revolutionary In­ 
stitutions. Add in the trade un­ 
ion vote, and the vote of the em­ 
ployees of Pemex, the govern­ 
ment oil monoply, and you have 
a shoo-in for the candidate of the 
Partido Revolucionario Institu- 
cional. 
It’s a wonderful racket, if the 
term is permissible. However, 
the Party of Revolutionary In­ 
stitutions is not bad as shoo-in 
political parties go. There is a 
rough form of democracy within 
the party. 
Its members are free to o w n 
their own retail establishments, 
their own homes, their own auto­ 
mobiles — and this gives them 
at least a l i m i t e d taste for 
the delights of freedom. Mexico 
offers a piquant spectacle of a 
revolution that has adopted the 
c o m f o r t standard. If o n I y 
Khrushchev, Castro a n d Mao 
Tse-tung would get the pitch, we 
would live in a lot more com­ 
fortable world. 
Adolfo Lopez Mateos, who will 
complete his legal six years as 
president in a short time, has 
had the reputation of being a 
left w i n g e r . Actually, he has 
been an Ike Eisenhower by Mex­ 
ican standards, 
a 
confirmed 
middle-of-the-roader. The t r u e 
leftists tried to keep the Party of 
Revolutionary Institutions from 
nominating Gustavo Diaz Ondaz, 
a 
good Catholic conservative 
as its s t a n d a r d bearer in 
the coming election for a six- 
year term. Diaz Ordaz bas the 
reputation of being pro business 
and very friendly to the United 
States. 
Some struggling little parties 
will contest the election come 
July. There is the local stooge- 
apparatus of th e Communist 
Party, which has no chance of 
w i n n i n g anything important. 
There is the National A c t i o n 
Party, which is supported by 
the Catholic Church. And there 


is the National Party of Mexico, 
which is a refuge for individual­ 
ists. 
The National Party believes in 
giving the peasant individual ti­ 
tle to bis land. This party could 
have a future in Mexico, if the 
b o s s e s of the “ ejido” system 
of agriculture c o u l d only be 
tempted to become as conserv­ 
ative * minded as the next pres­ 
ident, Diaz Ordaz, and stop “ su-

This would require a miracle, 
but it is a miracle that revolu­ 
tionary Mexico has become as 
free as it is.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Tom 
Noonan of Cincinnati is a fellow 
with a specialty—it’s flying sick 
or 
injured 
to 
hospitals 
and 
clinics in all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
Of course Noonan does other 
commercial flying, but he says 
ho gets his biggest thrill out of 
what often are life-saving flights 
for the sick or injured. 
A patient, his hospital bed and 
hospital equipment can be trans­ 
ported in Noonan’s flying am ­ 
bulance. The patient even can 
be given a blood transfusion, 
glucose 
or 
oxygen 
while 
in 
flight. 
“ We’re the only air ambula­ 
tory service that I know of in 
the country that can do this,” 
Noonan said. “There are other 
air 
ambulatory 
services, 
but 
none within 300 miles, and none 
with a door built in the side wide 
enough to admit a complete 
hospital bed and all its para­ 
phernalia. Most of them can 
handle only a stretcher or a cot. 
“It often means the difference 
between life and death for a pa­ 
tient to get immediate t r e a t ­ 
ment at just the right medical 
center,” Noonan says. “There is 
a special urgency about b u r n 
treatments. If the skin is treat 
ed incorrectly or dries out be 
fore treatm ent can be started, 
it can take a much longer time 
for healing to occur—or there 
may be a fatality.” 
In connection with burn treat­ 
ment, Noonan has been retain 
ed by the Shriners to transport 
burned children under 16 from 


within a 400 to 500-mile radius 
to its burn institute. 
The Shriners now lease a sev­ 
en-bed unit in Cincinnati’s Gen­ 
eral Hospital pending comple­ 
tion of their own hospital. 
Only recently Noonan brought 
a badly burned girl here from 
Chicago for treatment. In the 
plane were the patient, two doc­ 
tors, the child’s mother, a nurse, 
the pilot and the co-pilot. 
“It’s a very rewarding work,'* 
says 
Noonan. 
“We’ve 
taken 
many people to Houston, Tex., 
for plastic arteries; we bring 
people into Cincinnati and we’ve 
taken them to the Boston Clinic, 
the Mayo Clinic and to dinica

WASHINGTON (AP)—No one 
knows how much money the 
federal government wastes, but 
taxpayers are wTong if they 
think nobody cares. 
Riding herd on billions of fed­ 
eral spending the General Ac­ 
counting Office — GAO —re­ 
ports success in cutting down on 
waste—and it has impressive 
figures to prove it 
The savings it claims amount 
to hundreds of millions a year. 
The head of the GAO is Joseph 
Campbell, 63, a lean, leathery 
man of Scots ancestry who likes

his job of saving money for the 
taxpayers—whether it be mil­ 
lions of dollars in defense con­ 
tracts or a cent or so on a half 
pint of milk in a government 
hospital. 
He is comptroller general of 
the United States. 
Campbell talked about the 
work of his little army of waste 
battlers in an interview in which 
he said there was a possibility 
of improving on the record sum 
of $247,547,000 
accounted 
as 
saved in fiscal 1963. 
That sum was made up 
of 
“refunds, collections, measura­ 
ble savings and other financial 
benefits resulting from the work 
of the GAO” in examining how 
correctly—or Incorrectly— fed­ 
eral agencies spent the money 
Actual refunds and collections 
made by or through the GAO in 
fiscal 1963 amounted to more 
than $29,167,000. 
The figures 
are fractional 
when compared with the $100 
billion or so the government 
spends in a year. But, says the 
GAO, the savings are consider­ 
able and very worthwhile. 
“How much waste is there 
in the government?” Campbell 
said. “I wish I could tell you. 
No one really knows.” 
“With our relatively limited 
staff we can come upon some of 
it, and look into it. concentrat­ 
ing as we do on the areas of 
greater potential savings.” 
Campbell did say it was quite 
possible that in fiscal 1964, 
which ends next June 30, the 
GAO savings total might reach 
$275 million to $300 million. That 
is based on the experience of the 
last several years, and the mo­ 
mentum of annual government 
spending. 
President Johnson has called 
on all government agencies to 
exercise the “utmost thrift and 
frugality.” 
Campbell 
was 
among those Johnson consulted. 
Being a practical man, Camp­ 
bell doesn’t hope for the impos­ 
sible—a complete end to waste. 
“I doubt we can reach a state 
of improvement that would pre­ 
vent all waste, or duplicating, or 
inaccurate spending, which we 
have been finding right along,” 
he says. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice is an agent of Congress. 
The office of comptroller gener­ 
al is a presidential appointment. 
He serves for 15 years and is 
responsible only to Congress 
and can be removed only by 
Congress. 
Campbell was appointed by 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er in 1954. He was treasurer of 
Columbia University when Ei­ 
senhower was Columbia’s presi­ 
dent. 
Campbell insists an investi­ 
gator from the GAO doesn’t 
have to be an ultimate expert 
in a particular field to know 
when something has gone wrong 
there.
